University after Easter vacation 

Theodore A. Suddard, Foreign 
Student Advisor at URI, said Mon- 
day that the student's Parents have 
been notified and that an agency 
for African students’ in New York 
is conducting a seareh of its own 
as to his whereabouts. 

State police in Wickford had 
teletyped a message to all New 
England police departments and to 
Police in Washington and New 
York, describing the student and 
asking anyone who finds him to 
notify the University. The student 
had $150 with him when he left the 
University. 

Mr. Suddard was confident that 
the police would have notified him 
by this time if anything had hap- 
pened to the student. 

There are rumors that Mr. Ngom 
may be at the University of Paris 
in France, and others that he is in 
Washington, but Mr, Suddard said 
that there have been no confirmed 
Teports, 

If he is at a European Univer- 
sity, it will be impossible to check 
because their system employs no 
formal registration of students. It is 
expected that he will write to 
friends telling his whereabouts. 

Mr. Ngom, a first semester Phar- 
macy student, was doing all right 
in his studies Mr. Suddard said, and 
had no apparent reason to leave. 

He previously had studied Eng- 
lish at the University of Michigan, 
and entered URI last February.

Hanson retorted that he based 
his vote in the Senate elections last 
March upon the existing constitu:
